If you did not get 

a parking permit last year, you are asked to stop by 

Town Hall at 407 Clinton Street to obtain a Free 

Parking Permit if you plan on moving your car that 

day.  You will need to show your  registration card for 

all  vehicles in your  household and a parking permit 

will be issued for all vehicles for free. Without a    

permit you will not be able to enter the City from 4:00 

PM until after the fireworks.   If you still have your 

parking   permit placard from last year it is still good 

and you will not need to reapply. 

MESSAGE FROM POLICE CHIEF

1. PARKING– A reminder, vehicles are to be parked with 

the passenger side of the vehicle as close to the curb as 

possible and no more than 12 inches away from the 

curb line.  Vehicles parked in the wrong direction are 

subject to receive a parking ticket. 

2. SPEEDING– You are reminded where there is not a 

posted speed limit sign, the speed limit in a  residential 

area is 25 MPH. The speed limit in a  commercial     

district is also 25 MPH. 

 

3. STOP SIGN– We have received several complaints of 

stop sign violations primarily on Washington Street, but 

also other streets within the City limits.  You are       

reminded your vehicle must come to a complete stop.  

“Rolling Stops” and “California Stops” are not         

considered a legal stop and you are subject to receiving 

a citation for the violation. 

 

4. All vehicles parked on the street, must be legally      

registered vehicles.  Any vehicle not legally registered 

or deemed abandoned will be tagged and towed.

STORMWATER POLLUTION  PREVENTION  

& MANAGEMENT PLAN 
 

Discharges from municipal separate storm sewer systems 

(MS4's) are regulated under the federal Clean Water Act, 

through the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination       

System (NPDES) program. In Delaware, the Department of 

Natural Resources and Environmental Control (DNREC) is 

delegated by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 

(EPA) to issue NPDES permits for stormwater discharge to 

MS4 operators in urbanized areas. Under these permits, the 

MS4 owner/operator must implement a collective series of 

programs to reduce the discharge of pollutants from the given 

storm sewer system to the maximum extent practicable in a 

manner that protects the water quality of nearby streams, riv-

ers, wetlands and bays. Please visit the following website for
